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A  Message  From  the  Chairman 


Thanks  to  our  many  members  who 
have  called  or  written  to  say  they 
missed  The  Cornerstone.  As  you  see, 
we  are  back  in  production  and  look 
forward  again  to  providing  members 
with  a  quarterly  issue.  If  you  have  items 
of  interest  for  insertion  in  the  news- 
letter, please  contact  the  Editor  in  care 
of  the  Foundation. 

From  the  inception  of  the  Founda- 
tion, one  of  the  privileges  of  member- 
ship has  been  the  opportunity  to 
nominate  and  elect  three  of  the  9- 
member  board  of  directors.  In  1987 
amendments  were  made  to  the  Histor- 
ical Resources  Act,  under  which 
jurisdiction  the  Foundation  functions, 
which  affect  the  measure  of  direct 
member  involvement.  These  amend- 
ments provide  that  all  board  members 
are  to  be  appointees,  thereby  eliminat- 
ing the  election  process.  We  under- 
stand that  board  directors  elected  in 
1987  will  be  able  to  complete  their 
2-year  term. 

So  that  our  members  are  fully  in- 
formed as  to  the  amendments,  follow- 
ing are  the  affected  subsections  of  the 
Act,  first  as  they  existed  prior  to  the 
amendments,  followed  by  the  stipula- 
tions of  the  amendments: 

Historical  Resources  Act  1980,  Part 
3,  Section  34 

Subsection  1)  There  is  hereby 
established  a  corporation  with  the 
name  "The  Alberta  Historical 
Resources  Foundation"  consisting 
of  a  board  of  directors  of  nine 
persons  and  the  other  persons  that 
become  members  of  the  Foundation. 
Subsection  2)  The  board  shall  consist 
of 


(a)  six  directors  appointed  by  the 
Lieutenant  Govemor  in  Council 
to  serve  for  the  term  designated 
in  their  respective 
appointments,  and 

(b)  three  directors  elected  by  the 
members  from  the  general 
membership  to  serve  for  a 
period  of  two  years. 

The  Historical  Resources 
Amendment  Act  1987,  Part  3, 
Section  34  is  amended 

(a)  in  subsection  (1)  by  striking  out 
"of  9  persons" 

(b)  by  repealing  subsection  (2)  and 
substituting  the  following:  (2) 
the  board  shall  consist  of  not 
more  than  1 1  directors 
appointed  by  the  Lieutenant 
Govemor  in  Council  to  serve  for 
the  terms  designated  in  their 
respective  appointments.

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Recent  Foundation  Grants 


Oppertshauser  House 


With  the  assistance  of  a  $29,000 
grant  from  the  Alberta  Historical 
Resources  Foundation,  the  Heritage 
Agricultual  Society  of  Stony  Plain  will 
relocate  the  Oppertshauser  House  to  the 
Multicultural  Heritage  Centre  prop- 
erty. Plans  include  reconstruction  and 
restoration  finishes.  The  house,  built  in 
1910  by  Henry  Oppertshauser  Sr.,  will 
be  refurbished  to  interpret  the  history  of 
this  pioneer  family  and  will  be  used  as 
an  Art  Gallery. 


Viking  Railway  Station 


The  design  plan  for  the  Viking 
station,  completed  in  1909  by  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  Railway,  was  used  for 
only  one  other  station  in  Alberta.  The 
station  established  the  village  and 
contributed  to  settlement  of  the  area. 
As  a  landmark,  it  evokes  Viking  history 
as  a  service  and  transportation  centre. 

The  Viking  Family  and  Community 
Support  Services  recently  received  a 
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grant  from  the  Foundation  of  $15,000 
to  move  and  repair  the  building.  The 
project  includes  installation  of  heating 
and  electricity,  reparation  of  plumbing, 
and  insulation  and  reparation  of  doors 
and  windows.  A  further  phase  will  in- 
clude exterior  restoration.  Planned  use 
is  as  a  cultural  and  recreation  centre  and 
tourist  information  location. 


Vang  Lutheran  Church 


Millet  is  part  of  Alberta's  largest 
Scandinavian  concentration.  Earliest 
settlers  were  Norwegians  from  the  U.S. 
who  arrived  in  1899.  The  need  to  hold 
to  the  familiar  was  expressed  in  their 
religion  and  language. 

The  Vang  congregation  organized  in 
1899  and  construction  of  a  church 
started  in  1905.  In  1931  the  church

A 
recent  grant  of  $5,000  from  the 
Foundation  is  to  reshingle  the  steeple, 
to  paint  the  exterior  and  to  install  base- 
ment storm  windows  and  insulation. 
These  renovations  will  allow  continued 
use  of  the  building  for  worship  and 
social  activities.

Beiseker  Regional  Meeting 


On  Saturday,  October  24,  1987 
approximately  130  members  and  guests 
met  at  Beiseker  for  the  Bow  River 
Regional  Meeting  of  the  Alberta 
Historical  Resources  Foundation. 

The  day  began  with  a  visit  to  the 
Beiseker  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
Station.  Several  years  ago  the  Found- 
ation provided  a  grant  to  assist  in  the 
restoration  of  this  local  landmark, 
which  now  proudly  houses  the  town 
office,  museum  and  library. 

Following  a  meeting  which  provided 
an  opportunity  for  the  exchange  of 
information  on  heritage  matters, 
members  visited  the  Grand  Ole  West 
Villa  Ranche.  Owners  Larry  and  Ruth 
Hixt  have  created  a  streetscape 
reminiscent  of  a  rural  pioneer  com- 
munity and  offer  guided  tours  of  the 
facility.

The  Newcastle  Block,  Drumheller,  a  symbol  of  the  community' s  coal  mining 
heritage,  is  owned  by  the  Canadian  Imperial  Bank  of  Commerce  and  is  the  subject  of 
strategic  discussions  regarding  the  preservation  of  these  buildings  in  the  face  of 
future  needs. 


The  Alberta  Main  Street  Programme 
administered  by  the  Alberta  Historical 
Resources  Foundation  is  the  first  agree- 
ment in  Canada  to  be  signed  between 
The  Heritage  Canada  Foundation  and  a 
provincial  crown  corporation. 

This  historic  agreement  signed  April 
13,  1987  establishes  as  the  pro- 
gramme's mandate  the  rehabilitation 
and  ongoing  preservation  and  interpre- 
tation of  historic  resources  in  main 
street  areas.  Under  the  provisions  of  the 
agreement  five  new  main  street  com- 
munities were  established  for  a  three- 
year  term  beginning  in  September, 
1987. 

Funding  for  the  programme  derives 
from  Alberta  Lotteries  and  Main  Street 
Canada  whose  activities  are  funded  in 


part  by  the  Department  of  Regional  and 
Industrial  Expansion.  Technical 
expertise  and  advice  is  provided  by 
Alberta  Culture  and  Multiculturalism 
Historic  Sites  Service.  In  addition,  the 
programme  offers  Main  Street 
Canada's  training  and  technical 
resources  free  of  charge  to  each  com- 
munity. 

The  programme  selection  criteria 
states  that  communities  should  have  a 
population  between  3,000  and  50,000; 
that  there  must  be  evidence  of  strong 
support  from  the  council  and  the 
business  community;  that  the  down- 
town should  be  economically  viable 
and  not  totally  dominated  by  regional 
or  suburban  shopping  centres;  and  that 
the  downton  commercial  area  should 
have  a  minimum  of  30  percent  heritage

The  programme,  part  of  the  Heritage 
Canada  regional  network,  is  dedicated 
to  the  architectural  and  economic 
revitalization  of  Alberta's  older  down- 
towns. 

Prior  to  assuming  his  present  duties, 
Graham  was  Main  Street  coordinator  in 
Medicine  Hat,  Alberta  where  he 
utilized  his  skills  in  planning,  design 
and  coordination  of  community  pro- 
grammes. 
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Prior  to  assuming  duties  for  Main 
Street  Alberta,  Graham  was  a  practic- 
ing Landscape  Architect  and  Urban 
Historian.  Graham  has  a  special 
interest  in  the  field  of  urban  and  rural 
historic  districts.  His  experience  ranges 
from  urban  development  in  Winnipeg 
to  Main  Street  projects  in  southern 
Manitoba  and  includes  community 
planning  work  for  the  historic  northern 
communities  of  Norway  House  and 
Nelson  House. 

From  1968  to  1975  Graham  worked 
as  a  designer  and  director  for  a  number 
of  performing  arts  venues  in  Van- 
couver, including  CBC  Television,  the 
Vancouver  Arts  Centre  Theatre,  the 
Vancouver  Playhouse  and  the  Van- 
couver East  Cultural  Centre.

New  Name, 
New  Directions 

In  November  1986,  in  response  to  a 
resolution  by  the  membership,  The 
Petroleum  History  Society  became  The 
Petroleum  Industry  History  Society. 
Another  resolution  passed  at  the  Extra- 
ordinary Meeting  defined  the  purpose 
of  the  Society:  "to  collect,  conserve 
and  disseminate  information  relevant  to 
the  history  of  the  petroleum  industry  in 
Canada  and  to  act  in  an  advisory  role  to 
others  interested  in  the  petroleum 
industry." 

These  resolutions  effectively 
broaden  the  scope  and  mandate  of  the 
Society  so  that  it  can  actively  locate, 
encourage  and  support  the  preservation 
of  documents,  artifacts,  photographs 
and  oral  histories  that  form  part  of  the 


history  of  the  Canadian  petroleum 
industry.  They  also  enable  the  Society 
to  serve  as  an  information  and  resource 
centre  and  to  assist  others  in  both  a 
research  and  educational  capacity.

It  is  produced 
by  the  Canadian  Plains  Research 
Center  (CPRC)  as  a  means  of  facilitat- 
ing knowledge.  CPRC  is  an  inter- 
disciplinary, regional  research  center 
whose  mandate  is  to  initiate,  under- 
take, encourage  and  support  research 
and  scholarly  work  on  all  aspects  of 
prairie  life. 

Canplains  covers  all  subject  areas  of 
relevance  to  the  region,  in  particular  its 
history,  its  people,  its  land  and  its 
problems  and  their  solutions.  Inform- 
ation is  drawn  from  a  unique  variety  of 
resources  including  journal  articles, 
books,  reports,  government  docu- 
ments, research  in  progress,  confer- 
ence proceedings  and  papers,  book 
chapters  and  Ph.D.  and  Masters  theses. 
The  database  is  growing  at  a  rate  of 
4,500  new  entries  per  year,  and 
presently  contains  over  24,000 
references. 

The  Canplains  Data  Base  is  available 
for  searching  across  Canada  on  the 
CAN/OLE  on-line  information  re- 
trieval system  operated  by  CISTI. 
CAN/OLE  can  be  accessed  through 
most  libraries  or  by  individuals  with 
user  numbers.

Commerce  of  all  towns  and  cities  in  the 
province.  Thirteen  towns  completed 
the  formal  application  process  for  the 
late  June  deadline. 

After  an  intensive  reviewing  pro- 
cess, the  towns  of  Lacombe,  Drum- 
heller,  Cardston  and  the  Municipality 
of  Crowsnest  Pass  signed  agreements 
with  the  Alberta  Historical  Resources 
Foundation's  Main  Street  Programme 
in  August.  In  November  the  town  of 
Claresholm  was  announced  as  the  fifth 
community  in  the  Programme. 

Positive  reports  from  the  mayors  and 
businessmen  of  the  new  communities 
indicate  the  projects  are  on  track. 
Heritage  building  rehabilitation  and 
preservation  projects  are  in  the  plan- 
ning stages  for  1988  based  on  the 
Edmonton  Old  Strathcona  and  the 
Medicine  Hat  models  of  utilizing 
Canada  Works  UIC  Section  38  funds  to 
assist  in  securing  tradesmen  for  these 
labor-intensive  projects. 

The  future  looks  bright  for  pro- 
gramme expansion  in  1989  as  requests 
for  information  from  communities 
across  the  province  continue  to  be 
received  at  the  Alberta  Historical 
Resources  Foundation  weekly.
